A faculty  member  must  focus 
clearly  on  his  own  courses  and 
view  the  scope  of  intellectual 
challenge  which  he’s  offering  the 
student.  Often  a professor  gives 
the  appearance  of  condescending 
to  teach  a course,  and  this  re- 
flects in  the  attitude  of  the  stu- 
dents. 

The  teacher  must  teach — he 
must  take  his  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  spice  it  with  enthusiasm 
and  then  temper  it  with  a fair 
amount  of  wit  and  personal  ap- 
proach to  the  material,  along 
with  the  practical  aspects.  Then 
if  the  student  doesn’t  respond,  the 
professor  must  not  be  afraid  to ' 
let  the  ax  fall.  Recently  it  was 
proposed  that  in  order  to  solid- 
ify spirit  among  classes  and  the 
alumni  the  tradition  of  fresh- 
men wearing  beanies  be  reinstat- 
ed. We  believe  this  narrow  scope 
of  thinking  is  in  the  minorty, 
but  it  must  be  wiped  out  alto- 
gether.

NO  RACIAL  RESTRICTIONS 
The  chapter  president  said  that 
its  dispute  with  the  national  or- 


resalt  of  two  editorials  in  the  i ganization  began  last  March  after 
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SCRIBE.  The  editorials  had  ask- 
ed the  school’s  president  to  pro- 
claim the  University  of  Bridge- 
port would  lead  the  way  in  fight- 
ing segregation  by  not  accepting 
students  from  schools  defying  the 
Supreme  Court  order. 

There  were  four  possible  ans- 
wers on  the  ballot — yes,  no,  in- 
different and  other. 

DISINTEREST  SHOWN 

From  results,  the  class  and 
professor  conducting  the  poll  de- 
cided that  college  students  feel 
that  segregation  versus  integra- 
tion is  not  a vital  issue  in  higher 
education. 

SCRIBE  editor  Jack  Mischou 
disagreed  with  the  conclusion 
that  his  fellow  students  feel  se- 
gregation is  not  an  important  is- 
sue. 

He  said:  “We  feel  the  poUi 
question  could  have  been  more 
specific  in  relation  to  Supreme 
Court  defiance  and  we  also  be- 


the  fraternity  adopted  a resolu- 
tion stating  that  it  would  not  re- 
strict membership  “for  any  rea- 
son of  race,  religion  or  color.’ 

The  national  fraternity  cites 
that  “qualifications  for  member- 
ship are  to  be  acceptable  for  the 
general  fraternity,  to  believe  in 
the  principles  of  Christianity  and 
to  be  of  the  white  or  American 
Indian  races.” 

Meanwhile,  at  Cornell  Univer- 
sity, the  suspended  chapter  of 
Sigma  Kappa  sorority  voted  un- 
animously to  return  its  charter 
to  national  Sigma  Kappa,  break- 
ing completely  all  ties  between 
; Sigma  Kappa  and  the  local 
group,  now  known  as  Chi  Gam- 
ma sorority. 

The  sorority  chapter  has  been 
under  suspension  since  July, 
1956,  “for  the  good  of  the  soror- 
ity as  a whole.”  The  action  was 
taken  after  the  local  group 
pledged  a Negro. 


If  you  wish  to  condemn  Fau- 
bus  then  you  will  have  to  con- 
demn at  least  thYee-fourths  of 
the  people  of  the  state.  He  rep- 
resents these  people  as  a gover- 
nor should  and  he  Viras  re-elected 
for  a third  term  this  past  Aug- 
ust.

You  also  stated  that  the  stu- 
dents in  Litle  Rock  High  School 
would  integrate  peaceably  if  the 
governor  didn't  encourage  anti- 
integration behavior.  Maybe  you 
didn’t  know  that  Faubus  asked 
the  people  of  Little  Rock  to 
vote  on  the  issue  of  segregation. 
The  outcome  of  this  vote  was  in 
the  affirmative  for  segregation. 
This  proves  that  Faubus  has  not 
forced  segregation  on  the  people 
of  his  state.  It  is  their  choice. 

It  might  also  interest  you  to 
kndw  that  Faubus  has  a son  who 
attends  an  integrated  college.  If
